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Jesuit priest 
integrates 
prayer with 
compassion

SAN DIEGO — Jesuit Father Max 
Oliva’s passion for prayer and being with 
the economically poor has led him to 
integrate these two themes in his own life 
and in his presentations called 
“Contemplation and Compassion.”’ 

Father Oliva, in residence at St. 
Columba Church, Serra Mesa, recently 
conducted a series of sessionson this topic at 
St. Mary Church, Escondido. 

Last year he returned from a sabbatical 
in Ireland and Africa where he studied 
various forms of prayer. 

He has conducted seminars, retreats and 
workshops on faith and compassion for lay 
people, priests and Sisters since 1974. He 
has also served as director of social 
ministries for the California province of the 
Society of Jesus and taught at the Jesuit 
School of Theology at Berkeley, Calif. 

Father Oliva told Southern Cross that 
prayer and compassion for the world are 
integrally related. 

“‘Prayer is not a running away from the 
world, but a deeper embracing of it,’’ he 
said. The world might be personified in 
someone’s ‘son who is a drug addict, a 
homeless person on the street or victims of 
apartheid in South Africa.”’ 

Father Oliva has confronted poverty and 
oppression in several countries — working 
with blacks in the United States and with 
the destitute in Calcutta, India, and in 
Tijuana, Mexico.

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Pope urges 
two-sided 
efforts 

in Mideast

VATICAN CITY — Palestinians and 
Israelis must make ‘‘positive and 
constructive efforts’’ so that each can live 
“in their own homeland, in freedom, 
dignity and security,’’ Pope John Paul II 
said Nov. 27. z 

He also pleaded for an end to ‘‘the 
suffering of Palestinians in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip.”’ <é 

It was the pope’s first public comment 
on the Palestinian-Israeli situation since 
the Nov. 15 declaration by the Palestine 
National Council of a Palestinian state in 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

The Nov. 15 action by the Palestine 
National Council, a parliament in exile, 
also implicitly recognized for the first time 
Israel’s right to existence and security. 

Without mentioning the declaration of 
Palestinian independence, the pope said 
that every obstacle to peace ‘‘which is 
removed should be considered as real 
progress, certainly worthy of inspiring 
other corresponding gestures and the 
confidence necessary to continue’’ 
searching for a solution to problems in the 
Middle East. 

The pope spoke during his midday 
Sunday Angelus talk from his apartment 
window overlooking St. Peter’s Square. 
He noted that Nov. 29 had been 
designated by the United Nations as the 
“‘day of solidarity with the Palestinian 
people’ and asked world leaders to help 
put an end to the sufferings of 
Palestinians living in Israeli-occupied 
territories and living as refugees in other 
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Church clarifies legal definition of abortion

VATICAN CITY — Church 
authorities have clarified the legal 
definition of abortion to include new 
drugs and surgical procedures. 

“Tn light 
abortion lately, and in light of what we 
know about conception, and in light of 
the church’s teaching of the sacredness of 
human life, the question arose’’ whether 
the ‘‘legal definition used by the church is 
something more encompassing”’ than the 
traditional legal understanding of what is 
meant by abortion, said Dominican 
Father Joseph Fox, a member of the 
Pontifical Commission for the Authentic 


of what’s happened in 


Interpretation of the Code of Canon Law. 
The commission said any method used 
to terminate a human life from the 
moment of conception until birth is an 
abortion and therefore an 
excommunicable offense. 


Father Fox said it was his opinion that 
the ruling includes all abortifacients, 
including intrauterine devices and certain 
types of birth control pills. He also said 
the term ‘‘fetus’’ was used to include all 
life from the moment of conception until 
birth. 


Scientifically speaking, the term fetus is 
applied to unborn human life from the 
end of the third month until birth. 


The canon law commission made the 


ruling last January, but it was not 
announced at the Vatican until Nov. 24. 


The ruling clarified Canon 1398, which 
says that ‘“‘a person who procures a 
completed abortion incurs an automatic 
excommunication.’ 


The Nov. 24 statement said abortion is 
not only the ‘‘expulsion of the immature 
fetus’’ but is ‘‘the killing of the same fetus 
in any way and at any time from the 
moment of conception.”’ 


Father Fox said the traditional 
understanding of abortion has been the 
ejection of a ‘‘living but non-viable fetus’’ 
from the uterus. 


New technologies have eclipsed this — 


traditional understanding, he said. The 
recently released French-developed drug 
RU-486, called the abortion pill, 
provokes miscarriages by blocking 
progesterone in the first weeks of 
pregnancy. Progesterone is a hormone 
necessary for a pregnancy to succeed. 


In addition, doctors have developed 
new surgical procedures to kill some 
fetuses in the case of multiple 
pregnancies. This procedure, in which 
doctors insert a needle through a 
woman’s abdomen and inject potassium 
chloride into the hearts of selective 
fetuses, was designed to increase the 
chances of a successful pregnancy for one 
of the fetuses.

CARLSBAD — How can a parish 
increase its membership by more than 30 
percent in two months? 

Ask the pastor and parishioners of St. 
Thomas More Church here. 

In October the Membership/Publicity 
Committee, chaired by Beverly Miller, 
mailed 5,600 commercially printed 
brochures to all addresses within the 
parish boundaries. As a result, 50 new 
families have joined the recently formed 
parish, bringing its total membership to 
about 200 families, said Father Robert 
White, pastor. 

His message in the brochure invites 
people to build the parish into a family 
“‘which looks forward to gathering weekly 
to worship, to celebrate and to be in 
solidarity with. one another.”’ 

Greg Stevens, a youth group member, 
writes in the pamphlet about the caring 
people of St. Thomas More parish. ‘‘I 
know I can go to the youth meeting and 
feel safe and be able to share my problems 
and everyone will listen.”’ 

The brochure also includes a letter 
from publicity secretary Jane Bailey who 
promises newcomers ‘‘a cozy chapel, a 
caring priest ... and a sense of 
community.”’ 

The parish celebrates its Saturday 
evening Mass at Pilgrim Congregational 
Church and its two Sunday Masses at the 
Chapel of Eternal Hills. ‘‘We call it St. 
Thomas More-tuary,’’ the pastor quipped. 

Weekday Masses are scheduled weekly 
in parishioners’ homes. _ 

A systematic follow-up aims to initiate 
newly registered members into parish life. 

Father White mails them a welcoming 
letter, encouraging their active 
participation in the church. 

Then an individual on the membership 
committee calls the newcomers, asking if 
they wish to be visited. 

The committee members arrive at the 
new parishioner’s home with a plant

~ Holland. 
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Unite against 
anti-Semitism 


On Nov. 9, the civilized world paused and, with a 
shudder, recalled the 50th anniversary of what history has 
come to call Kristallnacht (Night of broken glass). On that 
date in 1938, Nazi Germany unleashed its full hatred 
against the Jewish people. Although conditions in 
Germany had warned the world that evil of incomparable 
magnitude was about to be unleashed, no one was ready 
for the shattering events of that tragic night. 

On Nov. 9, 1938, thousands of Jewish businesses in 
Germany were destroyed, dozens of synagogues were 
burned to the ground, hundreds of Jews were killed and 
over 30,000 more were arrested and deported to the 
concentration camps of the Third Reich. Their only 
““crime’’ was in being a Jew. 

The world sat by and watched all of this happen. Yes, 


the world was shocked. Unfortunately, the world was not . 


shocked enough. Adolph Hitler and his henchmen were 
not stopped until 1945. Even though the Western powers 
outmanned, outgunned and outproduced Germany 
militarily and industrially, the allies sat back and 
attempted to appease the Nazis with one capitulation after 
another. 

Following the Second World War, one Western leader 
after another said words to the effect that they didn’t 
know what was going on inside Germany, otherwise they 
would have acted sooner. As a student of history, I would 
like to think that we learned our lesson during those dark 
and terrible days of our lives. 


It is not pleasant to sit and watch filmed documentaries 
on the barbarism of the Nazis. I would like to think that 
such despicable events as Kristallnacht could never happen 
again. Unfortunately, I cannot afford that luxury. 

On Nov. 13 Tifereth Israel Synagogue in the San 
Carlos area of San Diego was vandalized by mindless 
hooligans who thought it would be fun to attack someone 
they did not understand or want to understand. The most 
horrible epithets were spray-painted on the exterior walls, 
doors and stained-glass windows of the synagogue. The 
racist implications were all too clear. Adolph Hitler did 
not die in his bunker in Berlin. 

According to press reports, one of the individuals 
involved was quoted as saying that she did not know what 
was going on during the attack. She simply sat in the car 
and waited until the others returned from their fun. 
Therefore, she claims innocence of the atrocity 
committed. 

I can no more believe in her innocence in the events of 
Nov. 13, 1988, than I can in the innocence of the 
countless millions of people who stood by and didn’t say a 
word on Nov. 9, 1938. The actions of the two events are 
mildly different. The underlying philosophy is not. 

For the past two years the Catholic and Jewish 
communities of San Diego have been involved in a series 
of workshops, dialogues and visits to bridge the 
differences that separate our two peoples, and to come to 
newer, fresher understandings of one another as brothers 
and sisters of our common God. 

I am deeply saddened and sickened that the philosophy, 
which spawned the hatred of the San Carlos vandals still 
exists in our society. Not only does it exist, it is actively 
promoted by hate groups such as the Ku Klux Klan, the 
Supreme White Party and the Death Wish Kids. 

It is time that the entire community of San Diego stood 
up to these thugs and said ‘‘No more!’’ to their presence 
in our society. The Catholic people of San Diego should 
be in the front ranks of those who call for justice to be 
served and the basic rights and privileges of all people to 
be respected. 

It is not too long ago in history when it was against the 
law to be a Roman Catholic in this country. Even today 
our Catholic people face prejudice and bigotry from the 
small mindedness of many people. The very ones who 
engage in anti-Semitic activities are just as willing and 
eager to engage in anti-Catholic activities. 

To the Jewish people of San Diego in general, and to 
the congregation of Tifereth Israel in particular, the 
Catholic people of San Diego, through the Office for 
Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs, promise you our 


prayers and support in your basic, God-given right to be. 


and. worship as you see fit. With you we call for justice to 
be served to those new barbarians whose idol is one of the 
most demonic human beings ever to have lived. 

No more ‘‘Nights of Broken Glass!’’ No more 
vandalized synagogues! No more giving in to the bigotry 
and sin that keeps us divided!

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One of the truly surprising results of the recent election 
was the rough time that the voters gave the slow-growth 
propositions. In San Diego city/county results, all four 
choices failed by impressive majorities. The same was 
true for most of the proposals across the state. 

Poway voters, more determined in their slow- growth 
stance, solidly backed the more stringent of two measures 
before them. In the future, any change in large density 
propositions that are not in accordance with the general 
plan must be submitted to the voters. 

Unfortunately, the City of San Diego has locked in 
Poway’s western border with high density housing, and 
blockaded the southern entrance to Poway through 
Scripps Ranch. This may have helped the voters of Poway 
to strengthen and guarantee their own quality-of-life 
position. 

What has happened across the state is that we have a 
hodgepodge of laws, zoning rules and chaotic housing 
regulations that make a checkerboard of local housing. 

The Los Angelization of California’s coast has been the 
result of the short-term decisions, if not the greed, of the 
tract builders and developers. When one flies over the 
coastal counties, one city and town blends into the other 
with an almost complete loss of identity and individuality. 

However, slow-growth movements are often perceived 
as ‘‘no growth’? movements and that has alarmed many 
people. Housing starts are a mark of the economic health 
of the region, and there will always be a need for more 
housing, from the affordable family homes to the luxury 
estates and from apartments to the low-income 
developments. 

Without a practical mix of these types of housing, we 
have an unhealthy situation. But as we have remarked 
before, who wants low-income housing in their back 
yard? Who is really interested in rebuilding and 
refurbishing low- and middle-income neighborhoods on a 
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large scale? 
Ten years ago, Gov. Jerry Brown proposed, in a 
36-page statement, an ‘““Urban Development Strategy for 


California.’”’ The real estate barons and the GOP 
cooperated effectively to kill the idea. 

Now, it might be satisfying for Jerry Brown to say, ‘‘I 
told you so,’’ or it might be wiser for us to put aside 
political rivalries and economic warfare and study the 
plan more objectively. 

Many people think that the lack of a statewide plan is 
behind many of the evils that unrestrained growth has 
brought to us in the past 10 years. The burgeoning traffic 
mess is just one of the things that can be traced to bad 
planning for population centers. 

At the time, Jerry Brown’s plan was considered too 
pro-environment and too anti-growth. Today, many of 
the remedies he proposed are in place on some local levels 
with varying degrees of success, depending on the 
vagaries of local interpretation. 

The state legislature in’ Sacramento has. appropriated 
money fora study for an effective statewide planning 
strategy. They could do worse than start by re-examining 
Jerry Brown’s proposal and modifying it into an 
acceptable compromise for our immediate and near- 
future needs. It might even be wise to do some long-range 
planning as well. 

Well-managed, common sense, ‘‘regulated growth’’ 
could be a first step to preserve and improve the 
California quality of life.

Teach moral values to teens 


Brown University’s Professor of Education, Ted Sizer, 
recently analyzed the moral problem of cheating that has 
wreaked havoc in certain high schools. 

In assessing this particular moral problem, Sizer 
indicated that it is essential to inculcate proper values 
when dealing with a moral issue and simply not teach 
another course in morality. 

Sizer pointed out, e.g., that one does not make young 
people patriotic by forcing them to recite the Pledge of 
Allegiance but rather by instilling within them the values 
for which our country stands. 

Sizer has indicated that if a school is confronting a 
particular ethical problem in terms of teen-age morality, 
three things are necessary: 

First: The teacher should ‘‘stop everything’, i.e., if a 
racist remark is made in class, the teacher should stop. 
immediately and go no further. The teacher should then 
insist that the class take a good look at what is going on. 
This ‘‘stopping everything’? would apply to any moral 
problem, e.g., cheating, hazing, physical violence and 
pushing of drugs. 

Second: The teacher and parent should be comfortable 
with this “‘stop everything’? procedure. Parents and 
teachers might complain that if this happens the ‘‘lesson 
plan’’ will never get done. Sizer comments: ‘‘Unless you 
stop the cheating, you never get to what you really want 
to teach.”’ 

Third: Call in the school’s or class’s leading students 
and indicate to them, ‘‘We’ve got a problem. How are we 
going to solve it?”’ 

Sizer indicates that this pedagogy is much better than 
simply a disciplinary approach to a moral problem, which 
simply indicates: ‘‘You have a problem and we adults are 
going to tell you how to solve it.’ 

Sizer insightfully remarks that 
schools; kids run schools.’ 


“adults don’t run 
’ There is a great deal of truth 


in such an assertion, and it urges us even more strongly to 
do everything possible to make students partners in 


setting high moral standards. Sizer remarks, ‘“The 
cheating (or whatever the moral problem) will only stop 
when the kids want it to stop.”’ 

In assisting young people to incorporate authentic 
moral values into their life style and life stance, it is also 
important to make them aware of the way God’s presence 
empowers them to respond. It is important, in other 
words, to assist the young person to be aware of the stories 
of God and how God consistently responds to us. _ 

A final point in assisting young adults to inculcate 
authentic moral values is to help counteract and balance 
the incredible ‘“‘peer pressure’’ which they experience. 
Several points here are important: 

(1) Maintain a positive personal relationship with the 
young adult and attempt to spend good quality time with 
him or her. 

(2) Help the young adult develop a positive and 
affirming self-concept. 

(3) Challenge the notion of group morality by 
encouraging them to assess their own sense of value and 
importance. 

(4) Encourage them to feel responsible, e.g., by holding 
a job or serving the community. 

Inculcating sound moral values with teen-agers 
demands that one be a good parent or teacher, e.g., be 
friendly, be compassionate, be firm and consistent; accept 
their failures and accept them as individuals.

The pope asked ‘‘a fervent prayer so 
that the Israeli and Palestinian peoples 
can loyally accept each other and the 
other’s legitimate aspirations.’’ 


A week earlier, the Vatican newspaper, 
L’Osservatore Romano, favored the 
Palestinian decision to declare 
independence and implicitly recognize 
Israel. 

A Novy. 20 front-page editorial called 
the decision a ‘‘promising development’”’ 
and praised Palestine Liberation 
Organization leader Yasser Arafat for his 
‘‘political bravery’’ in pushing for the 
decision. 

The pope continued expressing his 
desire for Arab-Israeli peace Nov. 28 
when he met 54-year-old Ismail 
Mobarak, the new Egyptian ambassador 
to the Vatican, and praised ‘‘dialogue as 
the only way to overcome conflicts’? and 
produce ‘‘a just and durable peace for the 
Middle East.’’ 


Egypt is the only Arab country to have 
signed a peace treaty with Israel. 

The pope also asked Egyptian support 
for preserving Jerusalem as a city open to 
all Christians, Jews and Moslems because 
of its spiritual and historical importance 
to all three religions. 


The Vatican opposes Israel’s unilateral 
declaration of Jerusalem as its capital, 
saying political control of Jerusalem 
should be a decision involving all 
interested parties. 

Egypt was also asked to help find ‘‘a 
peaceful, equitable and dignified 
solution’’ to the fighting in Lebanon.

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Priest blends prayer

ministry the past six years. Nearly every 
week he celebrates Mass at Nuestra Sefiora 
de la Esperanza Church, administers the 
sacraments and visits parishioners living on 
the hillsides of Colonia Esperanza, 
southeast of downtown Tijuana, he said. 

Here some people live in small, one- 
room, wooden houses without running 
water and refrigeration; few can afford 
electricity. However, Father Oliva said he 
is enriched by these Mexicans who are 
“rich in faith, generosity and hospitality.”’ 

Associating with economically poor 
people has influenced the priest’s prayer 
life which, in turn, has motivated his 
ministry with the poor. 

‘‘My contact with the poor has 
influenced my retreat ministry and the way 
I read the Scriptures. ... My compassion 
expands the closer I come to God,”’ Father 
Oliva said. 

He also sees a need for lay people to 
integrate prayer with their ministries. 

Active people ‘‘look for ways to connect 
prayer with their work,”’ the priest said. 
Through prayer they can “‘discern what 
ministry God is calling them to ... or where 
their present ministry is taking them.”’ 

In his presentations, Father Oliva 
explains how to use various forms of prayer 
and gives participants an opportunity to 
experience these methods. 

His sources include St. Ignatius of 
Loyola, founder of the Society of Jesus; the 
late Thomas Merton, a Trappist monk and 
author on prayer; and Beatrice Bruteau, an 
American who writes on integrating 
Eastern and Western prayer. 

Father Oliva distinguished between 
discursive prayer — talking to God with 
formal or spontaneous prayer — and 
contemplative prayer, listening to God and 
being in the divine presence. 

‘The Eastern teachings on prayer have 
helped us understand the value of slowing 
down our pace so we can listen to God,’’ he 
said. 

One form of contemplation is centering 
prayer, which was developed by Thomas 
Merton, Father Oliva said. 

“Centering prayer points to a deeper 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — 
Central American bishops, meeting near 
San Salvador, criticized outside inter-, 
vention in regional conflicts, including 
U.S. aid to the Nicaraguan rebels.

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level of silence within yourself by focusing 
the mind so thoughts are not followed.”’ 

Inhis presentations, the priest also shows 
howto use one’s imagination while praying 
in order to ‘‘get to know Jesus and love 
him.”’ 

People using this form of prayer imagine 
they are an observer or participant at events 
narrated in the New Testament, such as 

Jesus embracing and blessing little 
children (Mark 10:13-16). 

As people imagine they hear Jesus’ 
words and see his actions, they ‘‘will often 
get insights into themselves,’’ he 
explained. 

Father Oliva demonstrates the 
‘‘freedom prayer,’’ which helps people 
attain peace within themselves through an 
inner healing of obstacles ‘‘that block them 
from loving others and letting God and 
others fully love them,”’ he said. 

He bases the ‘‘freedom prayer’’ on St. 
Paul’s words: ‘‘We have been called to live 
in freedom’’ (Galatians 5:13). 

The priest also demonstrates a form of 
prayer used by Taize monks, an 
ecumenical community in France. While 
listening to music used by the monks, 
participants are invited to place their 
foreheads on a cross to symbolize their 
‘(laying down personal burdens,’’ 
problems of family members or “‘burdens 
of someplace in the world in need of 
reconciliation.”’ 

In addition, Father Oliva shows how 
newspaper articles can arouse compassion 
and lead to prayer for victimized people. 

He describes this method of prayer in his 
article ‘‘Praying the Newspaper,’’ 
published in Maryknoll magazine. 

After participants read stories about 
those suffering from tragedies such as 
bombings and famine, they pray for the 
victims, for the people assisting them and 
for their oppressors. Finally, they pray for 
guidance in responding to the needs of the 
oppressed, he writes. 

In addition to these methods, ‘‘there are 
many other ways to pray,’’ Father Oliva 
said. Experimenting with new forms of 
prayer ‘‘can be an adventure.”’

Salvador. 

The bishops also made a plea for a

Spacious church dedicated for growing parish

MIRA MESA — The bright sun shone 
through the large glass panels as more 
than 1,000 people participated in the 
Mass of dedication for the spacious, new 
church for Good Shepherd parish Nov. 
2s 
With Msgr. Eamonn F. Lyng, pastor, 
and Permanent Deacon Ron Diem at his 
side, Bishop Leo T. Maher dedicated, 
blessed and anointed the wooden altar 
and the walls of the church. 

They were joined by some 30 
concelebrating priests including Good 
Shepherd parish associate pastors, 
Fathers Dennis Roth and Erasmo P. 
Lapig. 

The triumphant and _ inspirational 
music of the combined Good Shepherd 
and Peace and Harmony (Filipino) choirs 
accompanied by an ensemble of guitars, 
bass: fiddle, trumpet, flute and a harp 
resonated clearly throughout the 
18,000-square-foot church. 

While the waters of the Baptism font 
flowed from the font to the recessed pool 
below, through which those being 
baptized will walk, the congregation, 
filling the 1,150-seat church, were urged 
to allow the love and joy flowing from 
them to reach out to others, inviting them 
to worship in this church. 

Msgr. Francis Pattison, pastor of St. 
Rita parish, San Diego, said in the 
homily, ‘‘Our fervent wish and prayer is 
that this place be a house of God” in 
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which ‘‘you can hear the laughter of 
gladness and feel the love from every 
member of this community, and everyone 
will go forward’’ to serve, work and 
minister to the world. 

He said the church should be dedicated 
to laughter and quoted from a Psalm 
verse, ‘‘I was glad when he said to me, let 
us go to the house of the Lord.”’ 

‘‘The Christian faith is the happiest 
religion in the world ... so the house of 
God should be the happiest place in 
town,’’ as Christian joy ‘‘flows from the 
heart and soul of each of us,’’ Msgr. 
Pattison said. 

The new church should also be 
dedicated to love, he said, adding, ‘‘Jesus 
said, ‘People will know your’re my 
disciples because you love one another.’ ”’ 

“‘There is no way we can truly be 
church unless we have the love of God 
dwelling in our hearts.’’ 

He said the church should also be 
dedicated to ‘‘labor, hard work and plain 
old honest toil.’’ 

‘Near the end of Mass, Bishop Maher 
congratulated the parishioners on their 
accomplishment. 

A new church attracts attention, he 
said, and he urged the parishioners to 
invite others, especially lapsed Catholics 
to join them in worship and in sharing in 
their happiness, particularly during this 
season of Advent. 

He lauded the priestly leadership the 
parish has had, beginning with Msgr.

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William Kraft, who with the founding 
parishioners established the parish in 
1970, and now with Msgr. Lyng, who 
succeeded Msgr. Kraft in 1977. 

“When the parish was founded and 
named Good Shepherd, people just kept 
coming and they haven’t stopped,’’ said 
Bishop Maher, regarding the first parish 
he established as the Bishop of San Diego. 

The new church was built for a large 
and still growing faith community. 
Currently Good Shepherd parish has 
3,050 registered families. 

A large glass-encased Mother’s 
Chapel, from which the altar and the rest 
of the church can be viewed, and a child- 
care room or nursery are designed to 
serve the families of the parish. 

The church also features two 
reconciliation rooms and a_ separate 
Blessed Sacrament Chapel that is set up 
for private reflection and prayer. 

The new church was contracted for 
$1.6 million and the landscaping, parking 
lot and other items brought the project 
close to $2 million. It was designed by 
Hendrick & Mock, Architects and built 
by Ninteman Construction Co. 

The parish has raised more than 
$800,000 from 1,000 families for its 
church building fund. 

The new church will replace the 
multipurpose building, which was 
constructed in 1972. With the side rooms 
opened, it seats 750 for Mass. It will now 
be used exclusively for meetings and for 
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educational and social purposes. 

Because the parish was quickly 
outgrowing the multipurpose facility, a 
building for the parish offices and for 
storage space was constructed in 1978. 

The parish built a rectory in 1981 and 
an elementary school, which opened in 
1982. 

Though the parish will eliminate three 
of its Satuday vigil/Sunday Masses, it will 
still offer seven Masses in the church for 
its large and growing membership.

He advocates reading books on prayer, 
such as ‘‘Opening To God’’ by Jesuit 
Father Thomas Green, ‘‘New Seeds of 
Contemplation’’ by Thomas Merton and

Prayer should not be considered as

Group to 
evangelize 
the world 


ROME — A private organization 
uniting Dutch money, American media 
expertise and an international network of 
volunteers is preparing the church for a 
worldwide decade of evangelization before 
the year 2000. 


The brainchild of founder-director 
Father Tom Forrest, a Redemptorist 
missionary, Evangelization 2000 wants to 
give Jesus Christ ‘‘a world more Christian 
thannot’’ forhis2,000th birthday. 


Evangelization 2000 took shape after 
Father Forrest wrote a letter to the pope in 
1984, proposing that the 1990s be made a 
decade of intensive evangelization. At the 
time, Father Forrest was concluding his 
term as director of ‘the International. 
Catholic Charismatic Renewal Office in 
Rome. 


In his letter to the pope, Father Forrest 
proposed a ‘‘massive and worldwide 
effort’’ involving every diocese, religious 
order, secular institute and organization 
of the church. 


Funds for his efforts have come from 
Dutch businessman Piet Derksen, who put 
up $1 million for the 1984 retreat. Derksen 
has been involved in philanthropic and 
evangelistic efforts for many years through 
two foundations, Witnessing to God’s 
Loveand Living Water. 

Preparations for the global project 
continue. Five continental directors are 
charged with coordinating and promoting 
regional evangelization projects. They 
work out of offices in Rome, Singapore, 
Guadalajara, Mexico; Washington, and 
Barcelona, Spain. 

One of these projects is providing 
retreats for priests and bishops in their 
regions. 

““To get the sheep evangelistic, the first 
effort has to be with the shepherds,’’ Father 
Forrest said. 

In addition, Evangelization 2000 is 
encouraging the development of schools to 
teach Catholics how to evangelize. 

For Father Forrest, schools teaching 
evangelization are the logical response to 
what he sees as the inability of most 
Catholicsto spread the Word. 


Pope John Paul II :

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
met privately with Libya’s premier and 
said afterward that he prayed daily for the 
country and its leader, Col. Moammar 
Gadhafi. 

The papal audience Nov. 25 with Maj. 
Abdussalam Ahmad Jalloud, Libya’s 
second in command, lasted about 30 
minutes. No details of their conversation 
were made public. 

As the pope walked with Jalloud toward a 
group of photographers after the audience, 
he said, ‘‘Every day I pray for Libya and 
above all for President Gadhafi.’’ 
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EVANGELIZATION 2000 — A worldwide decade of evangelization before the year 
2000 is in the planning stages under the Evangelization 2000 project founded by Re- 
demptorist Father Tom Forrest.

Papal nuncio commends 
U.S. for refugee quota 


UNITED NATIONS — The papal 
nuncio to the United Nations has called 
for ‘‘direct and effective involvement of 
all governments’ in dealing with the 
world’s refugee problem. 

Archbishop Renato R. Martino, the 
nuncio and the Holy See’s permanent 
observer, also commended the United 
States for increasing its refugee quota, but 
said worldwide governmental interest in 
refugees had declined. 

Speaking Nov. 16 to the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees, Archbishop 
Martino praised the commissioner’s 
office for defending the rights of refugees 
and providing support services. 


Pope warns Ruthenians 
of secularized culture 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II, 
in a talk to a group of Eastern-rite U.S. 
bishops, said those who escaped religious 
persecution to go to the United States 
should protect their faith from a 
“*secularized cultural environment.”’ 

The pope made the remarks Nov. 26ina 
talk to six Ruthenian Byzantine bishops. 
The Ruthenian Catholic community, 
which numbers about 300,000 in the 
United States, originally came from an 
area that is now part of the Soviet Union 
and Czechoslovakia. 

The pope said one of the main reasons for 
Ruthenian emigration was religious 
persecution. 

““Many of your people have personally 


experienced how costly liberty is, especially 
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religious liberty,’’ the pope said. Today, he 
said, such liberty is also hampered by the 
pressure of secularization. 


Missouri court affirms 
‘sanctity of life’ 

ST. LOUIS — The Missouri Supreme 
Court, saying it recognized the ‘‘sanctity of 
life,’’ ruled 4-3 against the withdrawal of a 
feeding tube from Nancy Cruzan, 31, who, 
since a 1983 auto accident, has been in what 
doctors describe as ‘‘a persistent vegetative 
state.” 

Overturning a ruling by a circuit court 
judge, the state’s highest court rejected the 
request of Cruzan’s parents to remove the 
tube which is keeping their daughter alive. 


Peace zones urged 
for the Philippines 


MANILA, Philippines — The Public 
Affairs Committee of the Catholic 
Bishop’s Conference of the Philippines 
has urged President Corazon Aquino to 
authorize the creation of “‘peace zones’’ 
in the country. 

A “peace zone’’ is an area in which all 
forms of armed hostility are 
forbidden.Public display of firearms, 
except by police, is banned. 

After a bishops’ meeting with Aquino 
in mid-November, a special committee to 
work on the peace zone concept was 
formed. Leading the committee are 
Bishop Antonio Fortich of Bacolod, 
Philippines; Gen. Renato de Villa, armed 
forces chief of staff; and Mary 
Concepcion Bautista, chairwoman of the 
Commission on Human Rights. 
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Jonestown lessons 
have not been learned 


WASHINGTON — Ten years after 
the mass murder-suicide of followers of 
the Rev. Jim Jones in Guyana, a priest 
who works with former members of 
various cults said, ‘‘I don’t think we’ve 
learned very much.”’ 

The Nov. 18, 1979, deaths of more 
than 900 members of Jones’ People’s 
Temple showed “‘that it’s not just fun and 
games. Cults can be destructive,’’ said 
Father James LeBar, who has spent the 
last dozen years countering the work of 
cults. 

But people make the same excuses they 
did 10 years ago for not intervening in 
destructive cult behavior, said Father 
LeBar, a chaplain at the Hudson River 
Psychiatric Institute in Poughkeepsie, 
N.Y. 

Individuals don’t want to interfere in 
someone else’s religious practice, and 
public officials fear they will violate 
constitutional rights, he told National 
Catholic News Service in Washington. 

The arguments overlook the fact that 
the power of cults comes from ‘‘violating 
or suspending’’ the personal freedom of 
members, Father LeBar said in a 
telephone interview. 


Even with the extensive coverage of the 


Jonestown deaths, including television 
dramatizations of obedient followers 
gulping down cyanide-laced drinks, cults 
continue to attract new members, Father 
LeBar said. 

Satan worship is ‘‘an alarming 
problem,’’ he said. Police reports from 
across the country show a_ growing 
connection between ‘‘satanic ritual and 
crime.’’ Young people in several U.S. 
cities have made suicide pacts in order to 
“‘meet the devil in hell,’’ the priest said. 

“They do not see hell as a place of 
damnation and punishment, but as a 
place where they will have’ power,”’ 
Father LeBar said. 


Mexican people urged 
to avoid philosophies 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico — 
Mexican bishops have warned against 
belief in materialist ideologies that make 
no allowance for the spirituality of 
mankind. 

In a statement released during their 
Nov. 14-18 meeting in Guadalajara, the 
bishops said they hoped to steer the 
Mexican people ‘‘away from the 
temptation of surrendering to the 
dominant ideologies of capitalism and 
communism.’’ Archbishop Carlos 
Quintero Arce of Hermosillo said the 
church has an obligation ‘‘to shed light on 
those philosophies that are contrary to the 
dignity and freedom of mankind.”’

Drama de la vida real en la frontera

SAN YSIDRO — La regidén que rodea 
a la frontera de 1,933 millas que separa a 
los Estados Unidos de México es la 
ubicacién de un drama real de la vida 
diaria en el que los catdlicos hispanos 
asumen los papeles principales. 

Ni siquiera una ley de reforma de la 
inmigracién, esperada durante mucho 
tiempo, aprobada por el Congreso y 
promulgada por el Presidente Reagan en 
1986, ha sido capaz de poner un alto a la 
corriente constante de extranjeros ilegales 
que atraviesa la linea invisible que se 
extiende desde el Oceano Pacifico hasta el 
Golfo de México. 

La frontera continua siendo una 
ubicacién de rosarios y oraciones 
susurradas, tentativas locas, reflectores de 
busqueda, bastones de policfa y el sonido 
de los helicdpteros por encima. Es un 
lugar donde los corazones palpitan y las 
palmas de las manos sudan, de pedacitos 
de ropas rasgados y atrapados en los 
bordes salientes de las cercas de metal 
rotas. 

Es una region a través de la cual pasan 
decenas de miles de mexicanos y centro- 
americanos ilegalmente — algunos 
solamente una vez, algunos numerosas 
veces, algunos ocasionalmente, muchos 
con temor — de camino a puntos de 
destino en ‘‘el Norte’’, desde Chicago 
hasta Yakima, estado de Washington, 
desde Portland, Oregén, hasta las zonas 
rurales de Carolina del Sur.

Ademiés de ser una zona atravesada por 
los inmigrantes, los alrededores de la 
frontera albergan a millares de 
ciudadanos estadounidenses y mexicanos, 
a quienes-se llama ‘‘fronterizos’’, cuyas 
vidas diarias estan afectadas por la 
proximidad de una nacidn extranjera 
cuyas costumbres se han filtrado hacia el 
pais en el que ellos residen.

. es siempre muy doloroso — desde el 
momento en que se le planea — porque 
de costumbre se paga con dinero que ha 
sido tomado a préstamo u_ obtenido 
mediante la venta de un caballo, una vaca 
o algo mas que era muy importante para 
el modo de vida (de los inmigrantes)’’. 

Los que atraviesan la frontera hacia los 
Estados Unidos, dijo él, lo hacen 
“‘siempre con la ilusidn de que alli pueden 
resolver mejor la situacién economica de 
sus familias’. 

Pero, dijo él, el mejoramiento 
econdmico no se produce siempre. Y la 
vida familiar y el bienestar psicoldgico de 
los inmigrantes sufren a menudo. 

Ademds, dicen los funcionarios 
mexicanos y estadounidenses de los 
derechos humanos, los que atraviesan la 
frontera se arriesgan al tratamiento brutal 
por parte de los contrabandistas, 
conocidos por ‘‘coyotes’’, que se buscan 
la vida haciendo pasar a los extranjeros 
por la frontera, asf como por parte de los 
agentes de la fuerza policiaca mexicana, 
la patrulla fronteriza estadounidense y los 
bandoleros de la frontera. 

Cada afio, los inmigrantes ilegales 
sufren pérdidas de miembros o vidas, al 
deslizarse bajo los trenes en movimiento, 
por el abandono en los bates cerrados de 
los automdéviles o en los vagones 
ferroviarios de carga y — durante las 
temporadas en que los niveles de agua 
estén altos — ahogdndose durante la 
natacion a través del Rio Grande. 

Algunos describen a la _ regidn 
fronteriza como a una tercera nacién — a 
diferencia tanto de México como de los 
Estados Unidos — con su_ propia 
identidad y sus propios reglamentos, 
individuos fuera de la ley y forjadores de 
cursos de accion. 

Los funcionarios gubernamentales de 
Ciudad México, en verdad, han 
manifestado su preocupacidn de que los 


residentes de las ciudades fronterizas de 
México han lIlegado a estar demasiado 
““americanizados’’. 

Pero Victor Clark Alfaro, antropdlogo 
que dirige el Centro Bi-Nacional para los 
Derechos Humanos en Tijuana, 
financiado por la iglesia, dijo que en los 
decenios recientes la migraciédn en 
aumento hacia las ciudades fronterizas 
mexicanas desde el interior del pafs habfa 
reforzado al nacionalismo de _ los 
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““fronterizos’’ mexicanos. 

Eso, dijo él, no significa que el 
estimado de 20 millones de turistas, por 
ejemplo, que visitan a Tijuana cada afio y 
la proximidad de México a los Estados 


Unidos no surtan un efecto importante. 


El mencioné a los vinculos familiares, 
los nexos econdémicos y la historia y los 
problemas comunes, incluyendo a las 
preocupaciones ambientales y el trafico de 
narcoticos. 

Segtin Enrique Méndez, director del 
Centro ‘‘Padre Hidalgo’”’ de la Diocesis 
de San Diego, las culturas a ambos lados 
de la frontera han resultado ‘‘diluidas’’. 

Por ejemplo, dijo él, en el lado 
mexicano la salida de los nifios a recoger 
dulces en la vispera de Todos los Santos 
(la noche de ‘‘Halloween’’) ha llegado a 
estar de moda, y las ‘‘posadas’’ 
representaciones tradicionales de la 
btisqueda de Maria y José de espacio en la 
posada — han sido reemplazadas por 
Santa Claus y los arboles de Navidad. 

El] consumismo estadounidense 
“‘continia penetrando’’ la vida al lado 
mexicano de la frontera, dijo él, en el que 
un numero cada vez mayor de esposas se 
ha unido a la fuerza de trabajo para 
complementar los ingresos familiares. 

En el lado estadounidense, dijo 
Méndez, los hispanos han aumentado el 
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porcentaje de residentes fronterizos con 
una tradicidn activa de fe e introducido 
nuevas clases de musica, baile y cocina. 

Muchos inmigrantes descubren que sus 
problemas no estan resueltos una vez que 
han atravesado con éxito la frontera u 
obtenido la situacién de_ residentes 
legales. 

Por ejemplo, un estimado de 28,000 
hispanos de la clase trabajadora en Tejas, 
que han realizado subdivisiones no 
regalmentadas conocidas por ‘‘colonias’’ 
en la parte inferior del Valle del Rio 
Grande, en El Paso, carecen de acceso al 
agua potable. Un estimado de 52,000 
viven careciendo de alcantarillado, dijo el 
Padre Ed Roden, pastor de la Parroquia 
de La Purfsima, en Socorro, Tejas. 

La hepatitis abunda en las ‘‘colonias’’ 
fronterizas, en las que casi todos los pozos 
existentes se hallan peligrosamente 
prdéximos a los desagues de aguas negras. 
“Estas son condiciones del ‘Tercer 
Mundo’’, dijo’ el sacerdote. ‘‘Las 
‘colonias’ del otro lado de la frontera 
lucen bastante mal, pero al menos tienen 
agua’’. 

La iglesia de México, dijo Monsefior 
Berlie, tiene la responsabilidad de tratar 
de explicar a los mexicanos que la vida 
puede no ser lo que ellos esperan en los 
Estados Unidos, que para aquéllos que 
atraviesan la frontera ‘‘el precio es muy 
alto’’, tanto en términos de unidad 
familiar como de bienestar psicoldgico. 

Es improbable que muchos resulten 
disuadidos, dijo él, dada la pobreza de 
México y la disponibilidad de empleos en 
los Estados Unidos. El peso mexicano 
baj6 de 12.5 pesos por dolar en 1976 a 
2,280 pesos por ddlar en Noviembre 
1988. 

El obispo dijo que apoyaba el derecho 
de una nacién a proteger sus fronteras y a 
lograr ‘‘alguna clase de reglamentacién 
de la corriente’’ de inmigrantes. 

Pero, agregé el obispo, ‘‘debemos 
también de crear una mentalidad de 
bienvenida, de hospitalidad ... mantener 
en mente, por sobre todo, al ser 
humano’’. 

Haciendo notar que el ha vivido en 
Tijuana durante cinco afios, Monsenor 
Berlie dijo que ‘‘los helicépteros y las 
patrullas, los detectores y todo el resto de 
la tecnologfa que se usa para descubrir a 
los seres humanos en la frontera, no han 
dejado de ser dolorosos para mi’.

Conception in the midst of Advent 
reminds us that Mary is our prime model 
as the first disciple of Christ,’’ said 
Franciscan Sister Joanne Nicgorski, 
director of the diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer. 


The Gospel for the feast narrates 
Mary’s acceptance of her role as mother 
of God as announced by the angel 
Gabriel. ‘‘Each day we are called to 
accept the will of God as revealed to us in 
our daily circumstances,’’ Sister 
Nicgorski said. 


St. Rose Duchesne, ‘prophet of the poor’

ALCALA PARK — St. Rose 
Philippine Duchesne was described as a 
holy woman who was eminently human 
by a member of her religious order during 
a recent day of reflection. 

Sister Cathy Mooney, RSCJ, a 
theological historian studying at Yale 
University, presented a_ true-to-life 
portrait of America’s newest saint during 
an all-day workshop at the University of 
San Diego University Center Nov. 19. 

Sister Mooney said that biographers of 
saints’ lives often ‘‘sanctify’’ the historical 
data to eliminate all imperfections. 

‘This leads to an infantile piety. We 
condemn the saints to being inhabitants 
of a superior kind of doll’s house.The 
radicality of the Incarnation reminds 
believers that only what is human is 
holy,’’ she said. ‘“Creating a dichotomy 
between holiness and daily living only 
leads to schizophrenic living.’’ 

In her three-part presentation, Sister 
Mooney described Duchesne as a prophet 


of the poor and a woman of communion 
who possessed a spirituality of presence in 
her prayer life. 

St. Rose Philippine was born into a life 
of privilege and wealth in Grenoble, 
France, 20 years before the French 
Revolution. 

She began to reach out to the poor 
when the convent where. she lived was 
confiscated by the government. From 
1792 to 1801, she took care of priests in 
prison and in hiding and cared for the sick 
and dying. 

During this time, Siter Mooney said, 
Philippine was able to escape her 
“‘cultural blinders’’ and step beyond the 
anonymity of giving money to the poor 
instead of sharing herself. 

“We all grow up with certain 
prejudices,’’ Sister Mooney said. 
Philippine was no exception. During the 
century prior to her life, the homeless 
were rounded up and forcibly catechized 
to ‘‘extirpate their vices,’’ she said. 

While it was expected that leisure-class 
women such as Philippine help the poor, 
most Charitable institutions were

Two representatives from each valley 
parish will participate in the Offertory 
procession. 

After the Mass, music, dancing and 
refreshments will be provided. 

“It’s a really fun evening. Everyone is 
in a good mood. For me, it has become a 
real high point,’’ said Father Vinyard. 

On Sunday, Dec. 11, the annual 


celebration in San Diego wil begin at 1 
p-m. with a procession from Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church, Kearney Mesa, to 
the Community Concourse, downtown. 

Bishop Maher and Bishop Emilio C. 
Berlie of Tijuana will lead the: procession 
of floats, musical groups and _ parish 
organizations. | 

A concelebrated Mass will begin at 2 
p-m. at Golden Hall. Father Luis F. 
Bernal, who resides at Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel parish in San Ysidro, will be the 
master of ceremonies. 


Following the celebration, participants 
are invited to a reception and dinner 
sponsored by the Guadalupana 
Confederation at St. Mary Church in 
National City. 

In 1531 the Blessed Virgin appeared on 
a hillside near Mexico City to an Indian 
named Juan Diego, instructing him to 
build a church. Before he could build.a 
church, Diego had to prove to the bishop 
of Mexico, Juan de Zumarraga, that his 
vision was authentic. 

Again, Mary appeared to the Indian, 
giving him roses, which were not in 
season. Diego took the flowers, wrapped 
them in his cloak and returned to Bishop 
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controlled by men, Sister Mooney said. 

“*Philippine was able to keep faith with 
the tension between belonging to a class of 
wealth and privilege and being willing to 
share that wealth with the poor,’’ the 
speaker continued. 

She described Philippine as a woman of 
communion who refused to accept 
polarization among groups. ‘‘She built 
bridges between Europe and the New 
World after she came to America in 1818 
by soliciting donations and inviting others 
to come and minister in the American 
frontier,’’ Sister Mooney said. 

During the early part of the 19th 
century, women were not allowed to 
attend most academic institutions. But 
Philippine’s schools in Missouri and 
Louisiana afforded women the finest 
education available to them. 

Mooney said that Philippine had a 
negative self-image and blamed herself 
when a school or other project failed. 

Raised in a spiritual tradition which 
demanded that women be humble and 
passive, Philippine grew bolder as she 
grew older, Mooney said. ‘‘She became 
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Zumarraga. 

The roses remained intact, and when 
taken from the cloak, an image of the 
Blessed Virgin remained, just as she had 
appeared to Diego on the hillside. An 
adobe shrine was built immediately. 

The cloak with the image of Mary is 
currently enshrined at the Basilica of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe in Mexico City. 

In 1754, Pope. Benedict XIV 
authorized a Mass to be celebrated in 
honor of Our Lady of Guadalupe on Dec. 
12 every year. She was designated 


more outspoken about the poor and did 
not realize her lifelong dream to work 
among the Indians until she was 71. 

Her failing health prevented her from 
an active role at the Indian mission in 
Sugar Creek, Kansas, but the Indians 
nicknamed her ‘‘the woman who is 
always praying.”’ 

Philippine’s spirituality speaks to 
Christians today, Sister Mooney said, 
because it was a spirituality of presence. 

She was able to ‘‘be’’ before God for 
hours on end, and while she admitted to a 
scrupulous attitude about the number of 
Masses and Communions she missed 
during travel, Philippine set an example 
of being with other people in their suffer- 
ing during her year with the Indians. 

To the end, she was faithful to ‘‘her 
growing edge,’’ Mooney said.”’ 

Philippine died Nov. 18, 1852, in St. 
Charles Mo., where she spent the last 10 
years of her life. 

Sister Mooney’s presentation was 
followed by a Mass celebrated by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher and a reception at the 
University Center. 
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patroness of Latin America in 1910 by 
Pope Pius X, and in 1945, Pope Pius XII 
designated her patroness of the Americas. 

In 1987, the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops raised the celebration of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe to the rank of 
feast in the proper calendar of the dioceses 
of the United States of America. At the 
same time they approved proper texts for 
the feast, based on those found in the 
Misal Romano, the sacramentry 
approved by the Mexican bishops 
conference.
